Tue Philadelphia Evening Telegraph makes an un- 
kind gibe at our esteemed friend the International Ax 
& Tool Co., recently incorporated with a capitalization 
of $42,000,000, as it states that the plants to be ac- 
quired by the trust are worth about $26,000,000 only, 
leaving a very reasonable margin for the “watering” 
process.

In breadstuffs the chief exports from the United 
States to Germany are corn, wheat and wheat flour. 
The value of the corn exports to Germany during the 
last decade have ranged from $2,794,000 in 1893 to 
$17,305,229 in 1901, the 1902 exports of course be- 
ing small because of the shortage in last year’s corn 
production. Wheat exports ranged from $2,569,000 
in 1893 to $7,871,000.in 1901, and $14,944,000 in 1902. 
Of wheat flour the figures in 1903 were $1,011,000, 
and in 1902 $2,773,000. Of provisions, the most im- 
portant items in our exports to Germany are lard, 
oleomargarine, bacon and sausage casings. The value 
of lard exports from the United States to Germany 
were, in 1893, $6,429,000 and in 1902, $16,237,000; of 
oleomargarine, in 1893, $2,371,000, and in 1902, $2,- 
578,000 ; of bacon, in 1893, $678,273, and in 1902, $1,- 
675,000 ; and of sausage casings, in 1893, $537,527, and 
in 1901, $1,143,000. 


AND HARDWARE RECORD. 


A householder - 
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In the early days of advertising fakirs 
of all kinds found it a prolific field for 
easy money and while. the lines between 
legitimate and illegitimate advertising are more close- 
ly drawn with each succeeding year, there are still a 
number of advertising schemes characterized by abun- 
dant promises and scanty realizations offered by ephem- 
eral publishers whose motive is to secure easy money 
and then to depart for pastures anew to work their 
same unsavory schemes over again. 


Blackmailiag 
Is Charged. 


There has been quite a turmoil stirred up in Chicago 
business circles recently over the rather scaly meth- 
ods pursued by solicitors for a publication styled the 
Reportorial Hand Book, prepared by one Herman L. 
Palmer under a contract with an organization called 
the Chicago Newspaper Writers’ Association. In 
passing we would ask if this man was not the “Palmer” 
who got out a souvenir for the Iowa Hardware Deal- 
ers’ Association in 1900 which was unsatisfactory to 
the members of that association on account of the mea- 
ger share of the proceeds they received—their share 
and the promoter’s share having seemingly been di- 
vided on the principle of prize money on shipboard 
where said funds are thrown through _a ladder, the sail- 
ors receiving what sticks on the rounds and the offi- 
the rest. Later on, in 1900, this same 
Palmer tried to get the Missouri Retail Hard- 
ware & Stove Dealers’ Association to enter into 
a similar arrangement and place in his hands 
the power to coerce manufacturers into taking 
space in a “hand book” or “souvenir,” on a 
percentage scheme which might or might not leave 
the association something after the promoter had had 
his share of it. The Missouri hardware men, mindful 
of Iowa’s experience and not caring, as several mem- 
bers on the floor of the convention expressed’ it, to 
countenance illegitimate competition with their trade 
press friends, promptly turned down this proposition. 
They have not since had cause to regret this step either. 

To return to this Chicago scheme we would state 
that it has turned out to be a very pretty kettle of fish. 
Men approached for advertisements were made all 
sorts of promises and many of the men who paid 
money in this way charged that Mr. Palmer’s solici- 
tors made misstatements to them to such an extent that 
their contributions were actually secured under false 
representations. The misstatements alleged consist in 
claiming as members in the association newspaper 
friends of the contributors who have never had any 
connection with the association, and in naming as peo- 
ple who have already contributed, business men and 
firms, who have given nothing or have given less than 
the amounts set opposite their names.

As the result of the revelations several members of 
the Newspaper Writers’ Association have resigned. 

The following statement of the modus operandi of 
the solicitors for this book is given in the Chicago 
Record-Herald: 


“It is said that almost every large house on the 
Board of Trade has been asked to contribute, while 
bankers, brokers, insurance men and lawyers 
also been solicited to aid the project. 

The association is said to have the down-town busi- 
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ness firms classified under three headings, as follows: 

*“* *Marks.’ 

“ *Soft marks.’ 

“Dead easy.’ 

“Results have shown, however, that their classifica- 
tion was in some cases wrong. 

“One business man who charges that he was led to 
pay money to the association by deliberate misrepre- 
sentation on the part of a solicitor is Solomon Sturges 
of A. L. Baker & Co. Mr. Sturges says that when 
Sclicitor W. C. Holmes asked him to take space in 
the book he replied that he knew few newspaper men, 
and saw no reason for contributing. 

“*Well,’ Mr. Holmes is said to have replied, ‘we are 
the real newspaper men of Chicago. Ours is not a 
club like the Press Club, which anybody can join, but 
we are the folks who do the real newspaper work.’ 

“Do you know So-and-So and So-and-So?’ Mr. 
Sturges asked, naming the financial editors of two of 
the leading Chicago dailies. 

“Oh, yes,’ was the reply. “They are both promi- 
nent members of the association. One of them helped 
to found it, and both are active in it.’ Then Mr. 
Sturges contributed $25 for a quarter page in the pro- 
posed book. ; 

“Neither of the newspaper men on the strength of 
whose names Mr. Sturges gave the money has any 
connection with the association, and when Mr. Sturges 
said to one of them a few days later that he had given 
$25 to the club, the newspaper man was very angry. 
Mr. Sturges started to investigate, and soon found 
that the statement was being made to other La Salle 
street business men that he had contributed $50 instead 
of $25. 

“He also found that the list of alleged subscribers 
being circulated in the street contained many other sim- 
ilar misstatements of the facts. For instance, the 
name of the John V. Farwell Company was seen by 
several men as the subscriber of $250, when in fact 
the firm has given nothing, although J. V. Farwell, 
Sr., gave $100.” 

The Chicago Tribune has a word to say about the 
methods of securing patronage employed by the so- 
licitors of this work as follows: 

“Solicitors were sent out and, as it developed, used 
the names of well-known newspaper men who did not 
belong to the union, and some of whom did not even 
know of its existence. In certain cases they used the 
names of members of the staff of the Tribune. As a 
matter of fact, no employe of the Tribune is or was 
connected with the association. One instances serves 
to illustrate the general method pursued. An official 
of the Chicago Telephone Company states that he was 
approached and promised that if the company would 
advertise in the book it would be immune from any 
attack whatsoever on the part of the newspapers. 
These tactics promise to cause the death of the em- 
bryonic union. Over $1,000 was raised in a short 
time, but with it came a feeling among the business 
men, especially among the stock brokers,-who had been 
made an especial prey, that all was not right. They 
questioned the men whose names had been used and 
found them ignorant of the whole affair. Then they 
protested to the association. All the complaints came 








up before the members on Friday and now there is a 
scurrying for the ‘tall timber.’ ” 

When the Chicago Telephone Co. official was prom- 
ised that if the company advertised in the book no at- 
tack would be made on them by any of the Chicago 
newspapers, what was this but a plain attempt at 
blackmail? Was not this advertisement in this case 
but a gauzy cloak for the sale of immunity from ex- 
posure of the company’s predatory tactics offered by 
an outsider who could no more control the contents of 
the Chicago dailies than you can, Mr. Reader? Should 
gentry of the same ilk as these be permitted to use 
hardware organizations as their tools even as they have 
used this comparatively obscure association of the out- 
er fringe of reportorial circles, is there not a probabil- 
ity that under the pretense of seeking advertising from 
manufacturers they would, with no shadow of author- 
ity, virtually offer in return for blood money a license 
to sell catalogue houses, peddlers, department stores, 
etc., and consumers without any danger of retributive 
steps on the part of the associations whose contracts 
with them are assumed to give the right to dictate 
trade policies ? 

Of corse these seekers of easy money could not 
feather their nests if it were not for the gullibility of 
their victims. The occasional manufacturer who turns 
down legitimate publications who make him simple 
business propositions and takes up with all the wild- 
cat schemes offered him by fakirs who have no inter- 
est in the trade beyond milking them to-day and leav- 
ing them to find out about it to-morrow, is wont to 
declare that advertising does not pay. He has “ad- 
vertised.” He received scant returns. What could 
be plainer? 

The titillations of a thimbleful of cerebral cells, vacil- 
lating in vain-glorious vacuity, can alone be respon- 
sible for a man’s setting up the results of his slovenly 
blunders against the combined judgment of the most 
successful business men of the day. 

Another class of manufacturers devote part of their 
advertising appropriation to legitimate publications and 
the rest to a merry round of souvenirs, hand books, 
programmes, etc., gotten out by a regiment of Tom, 
Dick and Harrys, whom they see just twice in their 
lives. Once when they secure their advertisement on 
any sort of a pretext, and a second time when they 
come around with their cast-iron contract to collect 
therefor. These manufacturers lump their advertis- 
ing expenditures, wise and otherwise, and then com- 
plain because their total results are not what they 
should be. This class should take a lesson from the 
humble agriculturalist who would never think of aver- 
aging up the crop of his rich meadow and his back- 
woods lot and then complaining because his meadow 
did not yield as large a crop as it should. 

The successful advertiser is the one who uses com- 
mon sense in his investments just as the succesful 
real estate owner is the one who invests in substantial 
realities not in Malariaville subdivision lots. He is 
the man who in his mental processes figures a spade as 
a spade and if he desires to buy “immunity” or “priv- 
ileges ;” to “contribute” or to “subscribe,” he so 
charges vp the item and does not try to juggle with 











his judgment, hypnotizing himself into the belief that 
he is “advertising.” 


Will COMMENCING in 1899 there was a 
Prices great bull movement. Prices surged 
Fall? upward—in some instances with the im 


petuosity of white caps dashing upon the shore. One 
day we heard that the pig iron men placed their prod 
uct at a higher notch, and as the commercial echo of 
this advance would come the skurrying together of 
stove manufacturers, bolt and nut manufacturers, chain 
makers, implement makers, intent on protecting their 
interests by a corresponding advance. The prices of 
labor and of pork chops, of kerosene oil and of nails 
were higher a year ago than for many years past. The 
last year has seen a strange parting of the ways. In 
certain lines advances continue to be made; in other 
lines there has been a sagging in values in the past 
year. 

How is a market to be gauged in which raw material 
shows increased valuation and finished material is de- 
clining in price? Here are a few illogical market con- 
ditions : R

What should be read between the lines in the cases 
of such diametrically opposite currents? Are these 
low prices on finished: material abnormal and merely 
the indications of an imperious attempt on the part 
of the United States Steel Corporation to crush com- 
petition? Or do the producers of finished iron and 
steel products find themselves face to face with a 
diminishing demand and a general procrastination on 
the part of consumers that must be met by price con- 
cessions? Samuel H. Barker, writing in the Phila- 
delphia North American, summarizes the position as 
follows: 

“Great activity prevails in the more important lines 
of iron and steel production, with orders ahead for 
six months to a year on steel rails and for several 
months on structural materials. With a few excep- 
tions, traceable to transportation difficulties, no mills 
have closed except those making sheet iron and tin 
plate, and some that manufacture steel wire, nails and 
galvanized wire. 

“As compared with this time last year there is far 
less anxiety to place orders. This is noticeably so in 
certain lines, as tin plate, sheet iron and steel, wire and 
wire nails. Even in pig iron a more conservative feel- 
ing is developing with regard to buying for future 
delivery. In a word, there is not the same disposition 
to anticipate business that there was a year ago. 

“The lull in iron and steel, which normally comes 
during the period from Nov. 1 to the end of the year, 
but which has not existed since the organization of 
the steel trust, is again observable. The supply is 
catching up to the demand; in some lines it is stili 
below, but in others clearly in excess. While most 
steel men anticipate booming times next year, not a 
few feel that the top of the wave has been reached and 
that a gradual easing off, not a collapse, is inevitable.”

products.”

THE AMERICAN ARTISAN on Dec. 6 gave the re- 
appraisement decision in regard to German enameled 
ware imported by Stransky & Co. of New York, who 
asked 15 per cent, but were allowed only 5 per cent.

at 20, adv to 22.20 marks per 100; ditto ditto 18 c-m, ent at 
27.55, adv to 33.33 marks per 100; ditto 24 c-m, ent at 47.50, 
adv to 57.35 marks per 100; No. 73, blue white tea kettles 
24 c-m, ent at 119.70, adv to 144 marks per 100; 155 C. blue 
Berlin sauce pan. with cover 20 c-m, ent at 75.05, adv to 83.20 
marks per 100; No. 19%, light blue white straight mugs 10 
c-m, ent at 20, adv to 22.10 marks per 1co.”

It is stated that the Eulaton Foundry Co. will short- 
ly build a stove foundry at Eulaton, Ala. 

It was stated on Dec. 16 that the Union Steel Co. 
had been absorbed by the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, 

The Eclipse Gas Stove Co., Rockford, Ill., are hav- 
ing plans drawn for new additions to their building 
and plant. 

The Shelby Stove & Mfg. Co., of West Virginia, 
capitalized at $70,000, of which $24,000 is to be em- 
ployed at Shelby, Ohio, has been admitted to do busi- 
ness in the state of Ohio. 

The H. Adler Co., Pittsburgh, have been incorpor- 
ated with a capital stock of $100,co0 to take over the 
business of the H. Adler Co., manufacturers of gas 
stoves and gas heating appliances. 

The Michigan Stove & Castor Co., Grand Rapids, 
Mich., have commenced work on an extensive addi- 
tion to their plant, which will cost $35,000. When 
completed the building will be five stories in height and 
50x100 feet in dimensions. 

Oliver McClary, a former member of the McClary 
Mfg. Co., London, Ont., a leading firm of Canadian 
stove manufacturers, died at London, Ont., on Dec. 
5th. He was in his 86th year, and was one of the pion- 
eers in the Canadian stove trade. 

On Dec. 16 complainants in the appeal from Vice- 
Chancellor Emery’s preliminary injunction §restrain- 
ing the United States Steel Corporation from convyert- 
ing $200,000,000 stock into a similar amount of bonds, 
filed briefs in the New Jersey Appellate Court at 
Trenton. 

G. W. Prescott, one of the veterans of the Union 
Iron Works, San Francisco, Cal., died in that city from 
heart disease Dec. 12th. Mr. Prescott went west in 
1850 and in 1875 formed the ship building firm of 
Prescott, Scott & Co., which later became known as the 
Union Iron Works. 

Oil has advanced a cent a gallon. The scarcity of 
coal drove people to use oil stoves in increased quan- 
ties, and it has given the Standard Oil Co. a pretext 
for boosting prices. During the last six years this 
concern have only paid out $237,000,c90 in dividends 
out of a capital stock of $100,000,000. 

Josiah B. Borden of F. M. Borden & Bros., Phila- 
delphia, the well-known, stove jobbers, has been se- 
riously ill for the past two months. His many friends 
will be glad to learn that the turning point in his ill- 
ness has: been reached arfd that he is on the road to 
recovery, each day seeing a’ slight but welcome im- 
provement in his condition. 

The Pioneer Stove Co., Columbus, Ohio, have out- 


* grown their quarters on Naghten street, that city, and 


are erecting a new factory, one building of which con- 
taining office, sample room, shipping department, sheet 
iron department and a large brick lined basement is 
already completed. When their building is finished it 
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will be 200 feet long by 50 feet wide, and an addition- 
al structure to be used as a foundry will be put up as 
soon as possible. 

W. H. Landers, for a number of years with the 
Syracuse Stove Works, advises us that he will engage 
in the manufacturing and jobbing business with head- 
quarters at Cleveland, O., and will make furnaces, steel 
ranges, cooks, stoves and Caldron furnaces from his 
own patterns in that city. He has also made arrange- 
ments to manufacture some lines of hardware and 
metal specialties, and will job some lines of Eastern 
goods in Cleveland in connection with his manufac- 
turing business. 

The Water Heater Mfg. Co., 211 Fifth street, Mil- 
waukee, Wis., send us a circular describing the Econ- 
omy steam radiator. It is said that this embodies the 
convenience in economy of the gas heater with the 
healthy heat of steam heating system. This heater 
should be connected with water reservoir and a suit- 
able steam chamber with a very large radiating sur- 
face, and is so arranged that as the steam condenses, 
the water runs back into the reservoir to be convert- 
ed into steam. The burner consumes 12% feet of 
gas per hour. 

James Wilson, Wm. Schlott and Gottlieb Klemme 
are the incorporators of the Wilson Steel Range Co., 
Belleville, Ill., capitalized at $50,000, for the manu- 
facture of steel ranges. Their plant will be located in 
Selleville, Ill., and work will commence on the neces- 
sary buildings in a few days. It is expected the works 
will be put in operation about March1,1903. The plant 
will start with a force of about forty skilled mechanics, 


and the officers of the company will be James Wilson, 
president; Wm. Schlott, vice-president, and Geo. D. 


Klemme, secretary and treasurer. 

The trade will regret to learn of the death of Wm. T. 
Black, which took place at Erie, Pa., Dec. 12th. -Mr. 
Black was in the seventy-third year of his age. He 
started in the stove business forty years ago with a Mr. 
Johnson under the style of Johnson & Black. The 
style of the firm was later changed to Black & Germer. 
Mr. Black retired from business on Oct. 14, 1902, and 
the firm became the Germer Stove Co. Mr. Black 
Jeaves a wife, one daughter, Mrs. Matthew Griswold, 
Jr., and two sons, George T. Black of Cleveland and 
William R. Black of Erie, Pa. He was a thoroughly 
posted .stove man, and leaves many friends in the 
trade, particularly among the veterans. 

There has been some litigation between the Schlicht 
Heat, Light & Power Co. of New York and the 
Aeolipyle Co. of 237 Water street, New York, as the 
former company have sought an injunction against the 
latter company to force them to desist from either 
directly or indirectly using certain methods of pro- 
ducing conibustion.. The Schlicht - Heat, Light & 
Power Co, were granted such atv injunction on Sept. 
15, 1902, but in granting this injunction the judge 
stated that “It is not intended by this decree to re- 
strain the defendant’s device, apparatus or Aeolipyle 
when placed at the: smoke collar of a furnace or stove 
or within six inches therefrom.” The Aecolipyle’Co. 
made an application to the United States judge, before 
whom the case was tried, for a modification of the 
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injunction, and the judge decided “The motion is de- 
nied for the reason that in my opinion it is not neces- 
sary ; the opinion and the decree herein explicitly state 
what the defendant may and may not do; if it is used, 
the Aeolipyle at the smoke collar of the stove or fur- 
nace or within six inches of such smoke collar it does 
infringe.” This decision is a virtual victory for the 
Aeolipyle Co., as they have always claimed that the 
nearer the combustion chamber this apparatus is placed 
the better are the results, and they are conducting their 
largely increasing business under it, thus insuring sat- 
isfactory results as well as absolute protection to both 
themselves and their customers.

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WILL PRICES DECLINE? 





In the general prosperity of the United States, says 
Samuel H. Barker in the Philadelphia. North American, is 
found the key to the boom times which have existed for the 
iron and steel industries. And upon the prosperity of the 
iron and steel industries in turn depends not a little the 
prosperity of the country. 

The importance of this industry in its direct and collateral 
branches cannot easily be realized or overestimated. It ex- 
tends far beyond those immediately dependent upon the 
activity of mills and furnaces for wages, probably not more 
than 300,000. In 1900, according to the census, the number 
of persons employed in the entire iron and steel industries of 
the country was only 222,607 all told. 

HEAVY TONNAGE FOR RAILROADS. 

With the great transportation system of the United States 
the inter-relationship of the iron and steel industries is close 
and infinitely important. This must be apparent when it is 
told that the total production of iron and steel of all kinds 
aggregates over 40,000,000 tons per annum, which means a 
consumption of an equal tonnage of fuel and not less than 
50,000,000 tons of ore and fluxing material, a grand total of 
about 130,000,000 tons, all of it freight for the railroads. 

For these, among other reasons, it is patent that a correct 
understanding of the present condition of the iron and steel 
industry must be of value not only to those immediately 
concerned, but also a guide for business men and the public 


generally.

For the first ten months this year exports have decreased 
over 1901, 275,128 tons in amount and $6,678,508 in value. 
Exports of iron and steel for 1901 showed a loss of $27,008,- 
gos over the previous year. 

From a recent investigation of the iron and steel trade 
made at Pittsburg and other centers, and from interviews 





with officials of the Steel Trust and independent companies, 
certain important conclusions stand out boldly. These, 
briefly stated, are: 

Great present activity prevails in the more important lines 
of iron and steel production, with orders ahead for six months 
to a year on steel rails, and for several months on structural 
materials. With a few exceptions, traceable to transporta- 
tion difficulties, no mills have closed except those making 
sheet iron and tin plate, and some that manufacture steel wire, 
nails and galvanized wire. 

As compared with this time last year there is far less 
anxiety to place orders. This is noticeably so in certain lines, 
as tin plate, sheet iron and steel, wire and wire nails. Even 
in pig iron a more conservative feeling is developing with 
regard to buying for future delivery. In a word, there is 
not the same disposition to anticipate business that there was 
a year ago. 

WINTER LULL IN TRADE. 

The lull in iron and steel, which normally comes during 
the period from November 1 to the end of the year, but which 
has not existed since the organization of the Steel Trust, is 
again observable. The supply is catching up to the demand; 
in some lines it is still below, but in others clearly in excess. 
While most steel men anticipate booming times next year, 
not a few feel that the top of the wave has been reached, and 
that a gradual easing off, not a collapse, is inevitable. 

Such large consumers of finished steel as the pressed 
steel car companies, have very large business in hand, but 
are having no difficulty, except in railroad transportation, to 
get material. 

The Steel Trust has greater competition, both from inde- 
pendent concerns in the United States and from foreign-made 
material than ever before. With pig iron at $23.50 a ton, 
billets should be $29.50, allowing $6 for conversion. They are 
selling in Pittsburg at $28.50. Foreign billets can be laid down 
there at $29 a ton. 

Steel Trust mills have been making it a point to live 
up to promises for deliveries as one way to secure business. 
Independents’ prices have ruled higher because they were in 
position to give prompt delivery. 

WAGES AND FREIGHTS HIGHER. 

Wages average over 10 per cent higher than a year ago, 
and freight rates will be advanced January 1. Prices gen- 
erally are likely to hold firm. In some lines reductions have 
been made—barbed wire $6 a ton, wire nails $3, pipe 15 per 
cent—and indications point to price concessions in some other 
directions. Bonuses for prompt delivery, even for structural 
steel, are no longer so freely offered. 

The Steel Trust is evidently concerned over the rising 
competition, and may take drastic steps to crush it in certain 
lines. The National Tube Company will meet prices for busi- 
ness to keep its mills running. The American Tin Plate 
Company has induced the Amalgamated Association to scale 
wages so that export business can be secured. 

ORDERS AHEAD. 

It is certain that in many lines of the industry there are 
large orders ahead. Specifications for Bessemer pig iron are 
behind, because the Valley furnaces have been way below 
their production for several months from inability to get the 
requisite fuel. It is variously estimated that this shortage 
is from 25 to 40 per cent. Pig iron is scarce, yet the Iron 
Trade Review reports that an expectation of lower prices 
is abroad to an extent that prevents any large buying cover- 
ing a period of months. The reluctance in several 
finished lines has affected the pig iron market, bringing prices 
to a more conservative basis and putting an end to any 
lingering boom feeling. 

LOOKING FOR LOWER PRICES. 

Many in Pittsburg believe that a reduction in steel prices 

is inevitable. Already the supply has overtaken the demand 
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in several lines, in some clearly outrun it. Additional new 
mills are starting up, and all will bid for business. 

The high price fixed by the Steel Trust, coupled with 
the urgent spot demand which has existed, has been the cause 
of bringing in foreign made iron and steel in increasingly 
large amounts. 

TRUST SOLD AT MINIMUM PRICES. 

The trust is believed to have sold 90 per cent of its 
product last year at minimum prices. Base prices are $28 a 
gross ton for rails and $1.60 a hundredweight for plates and 
structural steel. In some cases an anomalous condition is 
found. Certain mills having worked up contract material 
ahead of the time when it can be delivered must store it, and 
rather than shut down until their storage space is released, 
have taken orders for prompt delivery at reduced prices. 

Consumers are not now covering the future as has been 
the case for eighteen months past, when every one was 
anxious to buy steel of any kind whenever it could be got. 
They are instead waiting to see how the iron and steel situa- 


‘tion will shape by January 10. 


STEEL PUT TO NEW USES. 

The strength of the situation, in face of the constantly 
increasing production, lies in the innumerable new uses to 
which steel in various forms is being put. 

The present heavy demand for rails and structural steel 
can hardly fall off, it is believed, in view of the large steam 
and electric railway extension, the great building operations 
and the large use of certain kinds of steel in car building. 

Showing the tremendous rate of iron and steel consump- 
tion in the United States it may be stated that a production 
of 41,701,276 tons in 1901 was all used. 

INDEPENDENT MILLS HANDICAPPED. 

Again, while many new independent mills are about start- 
ing there is some question whether they can get out a full 
production for some time to come. They will be handicapped, 
doubtless, by breaking rolls, difficulty to get raw materials 
where they must buy them outside, and in the matter of fuel. 
Naturally the railroads will give the Steel Trust preference, 
because it is the best traffic maker. Further, the coke supply 
will be limited until the large number of new ones being built 
are finished. 

RAW MATERIALS ADVANCE IN PRICE. 

There have been price changes within the last sixty days 
in the iron and steel markets, some of them very considerable. 
Barbed wire was cut $6 a ton by the trust, wire nails $3 a ton 
and pipe about 15 per cent. Certain other finished steel 
products have shaded off. Raw materials have held firm or 
even advanced. 

A comparison of prices ruling November 27, 1901, with 
those quoted on October 29, and at present, indicates how raw 
materials have advanced while the tendency in finished steel 
of many kinds is distinctly downward.

VIEWS OF PITTSBURG MEN ON SITUATION. 

The consensus of opinion regarding the present situation 
and the outlook for the future, as it was found in Pittsburg 
among iron and steel men, both in the service of the Steel 
Trust and managing independent concerns, is clearly given 
in the following interviews: 

Benjamin F. Jones, of the Jones & Laughlin Steel Com- 
pany, which ranks foremost among the independent concerns 
of the country, said: 

“It is true that business is not as active just now in all 
lines as it has been. Normally orders are slack from Novem- 
ber I to about January 10, when they begin again. Last year 
there were no dull months, the demand being greater than 
the supply. The disposition now is not to anticipate, while 
last year everyone was anxious to buy. In some lines the 
demand now exceeds the supply, in others demand and supply 
are about equal. 

“There has been no stopping of mills, except sheet iron 
and tin plate mills, which are now resuming again. The 
prices of these products have fallen to about the same basis 
as other manufactured steel products. It is not true that 
structural steel is weak; on the contrary, the demand exceeds 
the supply. With rails and steel plates the same is true. 

THINKS OUTLOOK FAVORABLE. 

“I do not regard the iron and steel situation as being 
weak, but in a healthy condition for this season of the year. 
To me the outlook seems very favorable. In fact, in my 
long experience in the business I never saw a time when 
things looked better. Barring some unforeseen development 
in the general business situation, I see nothing to upset the 
iron and steel industry. Inherently, the iron and steel situa- 
tion is sound. 

“No; I expect no reduction in prices by the Steel Trust, 
because prices are quite low now. The tariff duty is necessary 
to maintain them, and I know it is to maintain the wage scale 
now paid. The price of pig iron is not a criterion of the cost 
of billets, because no big manufacturers pay the prices quoted. 
They could not. They make their own iron, which costs them 
more chiefly in wages. There has been one 10 per cent general 
advance in wages in the year, but this does not correctly tell 
the advance, which has been much more. We are employing 
more than 10,000 men, and our output is greater than a year

WORRIED OVER TRANSPORTATION, 

Reuben Miller, president of the Crucible Steel Company 
of America, which produces about 75 per cent of the output, 
said: 

“We have just as much business on hand as last year, in 
some lines orders ahead to July 1; are working as many men 
as we can, and are pestered to death with the transportation 
problem. This is one of the most perplexing questions steel 
manufacturers have to face. The railroads say things are 
easier, but with the grain to come through by rail and winter 
blockades to be expected, I cannot see that things are so 
favorable in the transportation line. 

“Yes; I regard the iron and steel situation as solid up 
to the present time, but I also feel that we are at the top 
of the wave. Importations of foreign steel of some kinds 
have not been large relatively, but any advance in prices here 
would undoubtedly bring in larger amounts. With freight 
rates advanced on iron and steel on January 1, another item 
will be added to cost, which will make any concessions in 
prices more difficult.” 

SLACKENING DEMAND EXPLAINED. 

W. P. Snyder, of W. P. Snyder & Co., large iron and steel 
merchants, and having close business relations with Henry 
C. Frick, said: 

“Abnormally high prices for sheet iron, tin plate, wire 
nails, billets and pig iron resulted from inability of the rail- 
roads to handle materials, raw and finished. With the rail- 
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road condition right everything else would be normal. Sheet 
iron, tin plate and wire nails have come down to a fair basis. 
Billets will remain where they are, while pig iron stays up. 
Foreign billets can be put down here in Pittsburg, duty and 
freight paid, at $29 a ton. 

“Talk of foreigners taking our market and of the iron and 
steel business having reached the crest of the wave is foolish. 
We have had an unusually long period of great prosperity in 
iron and steel. Everything is all right. The slackening in 
demand for some things is largely due to the railroads, people 
being tired of delays in getting material. If there should be 
more product than can be sold in the United States, we will 
go abroad and take the markets there by making prices low 
enough to do it.” 

EFFECT OF COMPETITION. 

As indicating the probable policy of the Steel Trust when 
pressed by competition some things Edward Worcester, gen- 
eral sales agent of the National Tube Company, says in the 
following interview are doubly significant and interesting. 
The National Tube is one of the largest and most important 
constituent companies of the Steel Trust. Its capitalization is 
$80,000,000. Competition from outside concerns has already 
resulted in a reduction of about 15 per cent in the price of 
pipe from that which ruled in the summer. 

Speaking of the National Tube Company, its present busi- 
ness condition and prospects, Mr. Worcester said: 

“Our business for November just closed was 50 per cent 
greater than for November, 1901. It is true that prices for 
pipe have shaded off from what they were in the summer. 
This is due, more or less, to competition from independent 
mills, of which there are fully twenty, most of them started 
since the National Tube Company was organized. We expect 
to run our mills full and can be just as nimble on prices as 
anyone. Certainly the pipe business is as good as at any 
time since the company began. The statement issued by the 
United States Steel Corporation, showing that in all lines its 
orders on November 1 amounted to nearly 5,000,000 tons, or 
2,000,000 more than a year before, proves that the general steel 
situation was never as strong as to-day.” 


EXPECTS BETTER PRICES. 

W. C. Reitz, treasurer of the Pittsburg Steel Company, 
independent, said: 

“Summing up the whole thing, we think business prospects 
are very bright. The reduced prices for wire, nails, staples, 
barbed and galvanized wire, made by the trust sixty days ago, 
have been fairly well maintained, and if this continues this 
month, it is not unreasonable to expect better prices in Jan- 
uary. The reduction did not stimulate increased demanu. 
Some mills which have to buy their rods have been out of the 
market at the lower prices ruling. Barbed wire was pro- 
portionately too high. It was reduced to $6 a ton, wire nails 
$3 a ton.” 

STEEL TRUST'S PLANS TO SECURE MONOPLY. 

The United States Steel Corporation was organized less 
than two years ago to dominate and, as far as _ possible, 
monopolize the iron and steel industries of the United States. 
Its prosperity depends upon an enormous consumption of iron 
and steel bought at prices yielding it a high profit. Since J. 
Pierpont Morgan organized this, his greatest trust, new com- 
petition has sprung up on all sides. The independent steel 
mill has demonstrated that it can exist and make money in 
spite of the Steel Trust. 

In 1900 the iron and steel industries of the United States, 
according to their own returns, as made for and tabulated in 
the census, had an aggregate invested capital of $615,165,273. 
This embraces the amount invested by iron and steel estab- 
lishments in land, buildings, machinery, tools and implements, 
whether owned or rented, and cash on hand, bills receivable, 
unsettled ledger accounts, raw material, stock in process of 
manufacture, finished products on hand and other sundries. 


SCHWAB VS. THE CENSUS. 

On November 30, 1901, the Steel Trust, which sprang into 
existence in February of that year with an authorized capital- 
ization of $1,100,000,000, besides more than $300,000,000 in

bonds, in its annual report signed by President Schwab 
claimed total assets of $1,647,443,022. This was one billion 
dollars more than all the steel industries in the United States 
were valued at in the census taken less than a year before. 
The cost of the properties owned and operated by the trust 
was stated at $1,437,404,863. 

The policy of the United States Steel Corporation is to 
lay a foundation for the future, to win the confidence and, as 
far as possible, the favor of the public, consuming and other. 
It aims to keep the prices of raw materials high and finished 
products relatively low. In this way independent concerns 
can be squeezed and the trust conceal from the public view 
the profits it really makes. The Steel Trust also throws its 
tremendous power to keep prices steady, itself refraining, and 
as far as possible preventing others, from taking advantage 
of periods of great demand for iron and steel to exact exorbi- 
tant prices. 

TRUST OPPOSES COMPETITION. 

The Steel Trust is not governed by philanthropic mo- 
tives, but by hard, cold business instincts. It has no love of 
competition. To raise prices would bring an increase in the 
number and output of independent concerns. It would attract 
foreign-made materials in great quantities, and probably cur- 
tail consumption, and thereby injure the business generally. 

But for the tariff wall, it is frankly admitted by Steel 
Trust managers and other steel men, foreign iron and steel 
would to-day flood our market until ruling prices were 
crowded down a long way. 

The Steel Trust is strong in its tremendous business, 
which enables it to demand better freight rates from the rail- 
roads than the small steel manufacturer can secure. It can 
also materially reduce the cost of production by system, 
through concentration of manufacture of various products at 
the point most favorable to the production and distribution 
of each, and by securing to all the advantage of any new 
and better method or process of manufacture.

A KNOCK-OUT BLOW FOR STOVE PIRATES. 

Several centuries ago the co-operation of the differ- 
ent powers of the world gradually stamped out piracy 
on the high seas, but piracy in the stove business has 
been flourishing like a green bay tree up to the present 
time. However, it looks as though it would have to 
flourish somewhere else than in the state of Pennsyl- 
vania in the future. Back in June, 1go1, the Solons of 
the Keystone state passed a law providing for the 
registration of labels, trade marks, shop marks, 
brands, etc., by all manufacturers of goods, wares and 
merchandise to protect the owners in the use of them. 
This law further provided for a penalty of $200 for 
each violation of the provisions of this act. The Mt. 
Penn Stove Works, Reading, Pa., discovered that F. 
N. Peter & Bro., an Allentown, Pa., firm, were making 
and selling a water back stamped with their trade 
mark and intended for use in one of their most popular 
cast ranges. As this was clearly in violation of the 
aforesaid statute, they brought suit, and under the in- 
structions of the court, the jury rendered a verdict for 
the plaintiff for $200. This decision should certainly 
make it a very precarious business for foundry men to 
buy heating and cooking stoves from dealers, take 
out certain castings, and file them up for use as pat- 
terns. If a few other states where stoves are manu- 
factured in large quantities should secure a similar law 
upon their statute books, the black flags would no 
longer wave in stovedom. The thanks of the entire 
stove trade should be freely given to this Pennsylva- 
nia concern for having brought these pirates to book.

FLORAL CITY GAS-TIGHT FURNACE. 





Among the popular Floral City furnaces manufac- 
tured by the Monroe Foundry & Furnace Co., Monroe, 
Mich., is the Floral City gas-tight furnace shown here- 
with. This furnace is solid, is extra heavy and has no 
bolted joints above the ash pit. 

The arrangement of the heat-radiating surfaces is 
such that a very large percentage of the air passing up 
to the hot air chamber is forced over the center of the 
furnace and between the body and radiators, thus in- 
suring a rapid heating and circulation of the air under

any condition of the fire. The ash pit is large and 
deep, and the door is the full size of the opening. The 
grates are of the Smyth duplex triangular revolving 
pattern, the best and strongest grates made, and are 
worked in pairs by the use of a crank placed on the 
two center bars. The fire pot is made very heavy and 
is also deeply corrugated, thus giving a greater heat- 
ing surface and rendering it more durable than in any 
other form. The body or dome is cast in one solid 
piece, and, like the pot, is deeply corrugated, being 
formed to furnish a perfect combustion chamber and 
present an immense radiating surface. The radiators 
are both heavy single-piece castings without joints, and 
in this form are practically indestructible and perfect- 
ly gas proof. These radiators can be placed in any 
position to suit the smoke pipe. All joints in this 
furnace above the ash pit are sand joints. Where the 
different sections come together, by the use of cup 
joints and deep- packing collars, the parts are so thor- 
oughly fitted together as to preclude the possibility of 
the escape of gas or dust. These furnaces are pro- 
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vided with a dust flue with damper operated from the 
front, for carrying off dust that might otherwise 
escape into the cellar, also with a direct-indirect draft 
to chimney, connecting with the lower and upper radi- 
ator.

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STEEL=AND IRON IN FURNACE CONSTRUCTION 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

I have read an article or two in THE AMERICAN AR- 
TISAN about steel and cast iron for furnace construc- 
tion. I think both have their place in stove and fur- 
nace construction. As for steel I think it is all right for 
a cook stove. We will agree with “M. V. S.” of Dec. 
gth as to a steel range not giving any heat. This, I 
think, is the nice part of the steel range, and I think 
that is why they are becoming so popular. 

In the first place steel is no good where it comes in 
direct contact with the fire, so we have cast linings for 
ranges and also oven braces and back flues, but “M. 
V. S.” must agree that steel sides and high shelf are 
amply strong enough for a range. Then with the 
parts that come in contact with the fire being protected 
with cast iron and asbestos paper, we have as good a 
stove and much lighter than the cast stove and also 
much cheaper. Just consider the weight of a cast 
stove as large as a steel range and the inconvenience 
of handling and the freight would be no small item, 
but when it comes to steel for furnace construction I 
think it is out of place. I have sixteen years’ expe- 
rience in furnace work and I will say this, that I 
would not give one of — all cast furnaces 


for any two steel furnaces on the market. I have set 
several different makes of steel furnaces and have 
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watched them all the time and will say they are a 
great deal shorter lived than the cast furnaces. I will 
have the above-named furnace giving off heat after 
the steel furnace is cold with the same amount of fuel 
used and there are other features which I could men 
tion, but they refer to the construction. Of all the fur- 


naces I have set or ever saw the all cast 








takes the lead and I would be glad to see or hear of 
any steel furnace that even claims to be of an equal. 
The reason I refer to the above furnace is because | 
don’t believe any steel furnace can be built that will 
equal it in radiation, economy of fuel or durability, as 
[ am satisfied steel will not stand the severe tests I have 
seen the cast furnace stand, with apparently no dam- 
age.

This article is made from patterns identical with 
those of the common band, pail and steamer cover. 
To develop the pattern for b c d y extend the lines to 
a, Fig. 1. With the compass take the distance a ¢ or 
a d and strike a circle, Fig. 2, from the center a. 
With the distance a v or a y strike another circle from 
a’; then with one-half the diameter c d step off six 
spaces on the outer circle, drawing lines from the 
first and last points to a’, completing the pattern minus 
laps. 

The patterns for G H and K are drawn in the same 
way, excepting that scallops are ended to K. To save 
an extra diagram we will suppose Fig 2 to be the size 
of the pattern for K to the height e 1; then from a’ 
strike an inside circle, the length of the scallop from 
b’; divide into an equal number of parts and draw the 
scallops free hand. These are to be bent up after it is

formed. A development of one of the bands will serve 
to explain the rest. 

To get the circumference of say e f, strike an arc 
with half the diameter at Fig. 3. With the point of 
the square at the center draw lines cutting the arc, 
complete the triangle and erect a perpendicular at the 
center of the base, cutting the arc, then multiply the 
diameter e f by 3 and add the distance e’ f’. Lay this 
out (Fig. 5), dotting lines the proper width for the 
scallops. 

The pattern Fig. 4 is made by extending lines a and 
f to x, from which point strike two indefinite arcs, 
starting at fand y. From f lay off six spaces, half the 
diameter e f, and with a rule passing through x and 
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the last space draw a line, completing the pattern. 
J is a bead or a wire soldered on. I is a band to 
strengthen the top. The tips of the scallops should 
be tacked to this. 

The vase may be left plain or ornamented. Pieces 
of tin may be cut in shapes as at Fig. 6, the bars put 
through the post holes and the rest arranged properly 
and tacked to the body of the article. 

The squares on the center rim are cut the shape of 
a Maltese cross, bent together so the edges touch and 


soldered. Allow for locks.

Pittsburg, and their union scale of wages is consider- 
ably below the amalgamated scale. Prominent con- 
tractors in Pittsburg are securing their tin and sheet 
metal work from these outside shops. As it is union 
made, the workers in other trades do not refuse to 
handle it.

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tic open-hearth billets for forging purposes have been
